"Matters have come to such a pass," 


he says, "that un'eas the veracity of the 
applicant is well known beforehand, it 
is difficult to accept hh or her word as 
final by the members of school boards." 


That is a sorry and lamentable com- 


ment regarding anyone, 
but the facts 


show that it is true in a large measure, 
and warranted by circumstances. 


"An abrupt and Baal resignation just 


before the opening or during a term is in 
all events inexcusable," continues the 
County Superintaodei t. "There U no- 
thing which shatters a teacher's power 
and influence in a community quite a 
soon as the knowledge or fear that at th 
first opportunity he or she will deser 
for what may aeein a more flatterin 
offer; and there is nothing which wi! 
give him or her more influence over th 
pupils than the knowledge thnt they ar 
making some sacrifice tu fulfill the con 
tract."
